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Among Japanese specimens Usnea kinkiensis resembles closely Usnea undulata 
Stirt. f. fruticans Asahina. Also Usnea spinigera Asahina resembles Usnea undu¬ 
lata f. perspinigera Asahina but lacks galbinic acid. 
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
